(mL). This was violated on May 5, 2010 with a MPN of 900/100mL.

Please be aware this violation subjects you to possible further enforcement action by
the San Diego Water Board, including administrative enforcement orders requiring the
you to cease and desist from violations, or to clean up waste and abate existing or
threatened conditions of pollution or nuisance; admlnlstratwe assessment of civil liability
in amounts of up to $5,000 per day per violation;' referral to the State Attorney General
for injunctive relief, and referral to the District Attorney for criminal prosecution.

The next monitoring report to be submitted is the September 2010 monthly monitoring
report due by November 1, 2010.
